| agricultural industries reached the 
| highest levels on record for that 
month. An increase of some 265,- 
000 workers from January to Feb- 
| ruary raised the Department of La- 
| bor’s estimate of total non-agricul- 
tural employment to 36,584,000— 
; Which is 2,218,000 greater than the 
| February, 1940 level and 1,350,000 
, above the previous February year 
| of 35,226,000 for 1929. 
| The biggest gains, of course, were 
‘recorded in manufacturing which, 
{ies 175,000 new workers on the 
payrolls for the month, also had 
a new employment high for Feb- 
ruary. These figures reflect the 
steadily expanding employment in 
, defense work. The new employees 
| are both skilled and unskilled, but 
industry — as shown in a recent 
| survey—is doing its utmost to con- 
| vert this new unskilled labor into 
i semi-skilled and ultimately skilled 
workmen. The survey showed, for 
instance, that 93 per cent of the 
firms questioned (all of them pri- 
| mary defense contractors) were 
| training men and women for new 
, jobs. 

The February increases in em- 
ployment followed rises recorded in 
January. Taken together, the two- 
month increases give a picture of 
the swelling tide of productive ac- 
tivity in American inustry today. 
Here are the employment increase 
figures for the two months in key 
defense industries: aircraft, 17,300; 
shipbuilding, 17,100; machine tools 
and machine tool accessory produc-

sives, 4,000. Thus in a mere 60 days, 
industry has added in these few 
categories a total of 57,300 work- 
ers. Add the new employment fig- 
ures for tanks, big guns, trucks, 
ordnance production and the thou- 
sands of feeder plants at work on 
defense orders and you have an ap- 
proximate picture of the teeming 
activity which typifies the present- 
day American industrial scene. 

Training these new workers and 
retraining the older ones who are 
“coming back’ present problems to 
industry to solve before the new- 
comers can actually produce for de- 
fense. Under the present pace of 
urgent speed, there can be no thor- 
ough schooling in all phases of me- 
chanical or other techniques. There 
is no time for that. Specialized 
training is the order of the day, 
many industries reducing the train- 
ing to a point where the new work- 
man—at least for the time being 
—is learning but one or two steps 
of the process. But those he learns 
so: thoroughly that he becomes an 
expert in a single phase of defense 
production. 

Thus do industry and labor join 
hands to make good on America’s 
number one job.
